Another school year gone, and twelve more issues of the CROWN with 
it. Hopefully those issues will help make permanent some of this 

year’s events, which otherwise might be sacrificed by our not-so- 
permanent memories. 


I was fortunate to edit Redeemer’s student newspaper during the 
1990-1991 academic year, for it was a very important year for news, 
both at the national /international level and for the Redeemer 

College community. The aftermath of the Oka Crisis and the short 

but violent Gulf War provided the CROWN with an opportunity to be 
less introspective than in the past, and to deal with issues not 
exclusively Redeemer-related; here on the Island, the announcement 
of the tuition-lowering trust fund may have been the biggest story 

the CROWN has ever covered. 


There was a change in perspective at the CROWN that was not always 
appreciated by Redeemerites, especially those in the upper classes. 
Accustomed to a CROWN that attacked Redeemer’s Administration for 
any perceived or actual misstep, they were not comfortable with a 
CROWN that prodded or criticized students. However, I feel that 

this is a function of this el ele that has long been overlooked. 
There were more changes in the CROWN this —_ than can be 
described in this short space. A staff made up largely of energetic 

and capable first-years held the promise of much future success for 
the paper, though the lack of experienced staff was definitely 

felt. The format and layout of the paper changed drastically. 

Sports coverage doubled, and a shorter prea time allowed us to 
provide news that was sometimes only a day old--not bad for a 
twice-monthly paper! 


The CROWN also changed on a less obvious level. Our Constitution 

was finalized, after years of work by several editors. Financially, 

we started off with a sizeable debt from last year and ended up 

_ a surplus, despite the blow dealt us by the Goods and Services 
aX. 


A tremendous thank-you to the almost thirty people who regularly 
gave of their time and talents to make the CROWN what it was, and 
thanks also to the student body, which provided both the funding 
and the readership of this newspaper. And, most of all, thanks to 
God for providing Redeemer students with the gifts, resources, and 
abilities to make the CROWN a successful and respected newspaper. 
Redeemer College is at one of the most exciting times of its brief 
history, a time of expansion, growth, and increasing confidence. 
The CROWN shares in this excitement, and will continue to serve 
Redeemer students, staff, faculty, and community, thanking God for 
the opportunity to do so and doing it to His glory.
